When the intellectual faculties are in- 
Nuenced by Preconcei ved notions, and biaſſad by 
ili nveterate errors, it is no wonder that they repel 
the rays of truth, and reject the moſt fercible ar- 
| | Fuments : And when the reaſontngs, upon which ' 
à certain as well as ingemous hypotheſis is built, 
are not thoroughly apprebended and underſtood, nor 
duly weigbed and confidered, they will of courſe 
rather perplex and confound, than enlighten and 
convince the mind. | 
| Theſe ſeem to have been the real cauſes of Biſhop 
b Hare's diſcovery not having met with that general 
app-obation, which might have rationally been ex- 
pected; as it is not founded upon wvifionary and

However, though this hypotheſis of Gomarus 
was really whimſical and extravagant, and entirely 
inconſiſtent with the nature of the ſacred language,

Buxtorf, Heinfius, Ludovicus de Dieu, Hottinger, 


and many others; till Ludovicus Capellus, after 


having more attentively conſidered it, entirely re- 
futed it, by clearly ſhewing Gomarus's rules con-

But, alas! he was no leſs deceived * 
in the expectations he had from his diſcovery,

ſly remarks, he far exceeded the tgmerity and 

rdineſs of all the Critics either before or after 
him. I ſhall not therefore trouble the learned 
reader with a particular account of Meibomius's 
hypotheſis ; but would only refer him to a ſpe- 
cimen of it at the end of Biſhop Hare's Plalms, 
in which he will diſcover, at firſt view, with what 
uncommon boldneſs, he has altered, interpolated,

The next and laſt perſon of any note, who fan- 
cied he had diſcovered the Hebrew meafures, was 
Le Clerc: who, ina diſſertation, publiſhed in French

other hand into Latin, and placed at the end of 
his comrhentaties' upon the Prophets, contends, 
that they conſiſt in nothing elſe but rhyme: — A 
poſition evidently fantaſtical, and falſe in fact: for, 
were that of the eſſence of the Hebrew poetry, 
the bare reading of any of the poetical parts of 
the Hebrew. ſcriptures muſt neceſfarily diſcover it.

But to this perhaps Le Clerc would have an- 
ſwered, that the Hebrew poetry is quite different 
from that in any other language; anaſmuch as it 
conſiſts of very irregular verſes; ſome very long; 

One line may have a great 
number of ſyllables in it; the next to it perhaps | 
only two. So that a perſon may read the Hebrew vr.

purely to juſtify an obſervation made at the be- 
ginning of this diſſertation, that moſt of thoſe, 


who have endeavourcd to diſcover the nature of | 


the Hebrew poetry, and thought that they had 
actually found it out, ſeem not to have ſuffici- 


ently weighed the poetical writings of the He- 


brew ſcriptures, nor the genius of the Hebrew 


language: which might perhaps have been thought 
a raſh and dogmatical aſſertion, without ſome in- 
ſtances brought to ſupport it. 

But to proceed to Biſhop Hare's hypotheſis ; the 
truth and certainty of which will, I hope, ſoon 
appear to every candid and unprejudiced reader. 

In order to diſcover the genuine Hebrew 

metre, the Biſhop rightly ſaw it was indiſpen- 
ſibly neceſſary, to find out by ſome means or 
other, the lengths of the verſiculi, or lines. He 
therefore had recourſe to an alphabetical Pſalm; 
viz. Pſalm CXI. For here, as he obſerves, the 
boundaries of the lines are certainly known, as 
they begin with letters according to the order of 
the Hebrew alphabet. The lengths of theſe ver- 
ficuli being thus known, he next found, that 
they were either Trochaicks or Iambicks; or in 
other words, conſiſted of an even, or odd number 
of ſyllables. He calls thoſe verſiculi which con- 
tain an even number of ſyllables, Trochaicks, be- 
cauſe in theſe the accent naturally throws itſelf 
upon the firſt, third, fifth, &c. ſyllables; as in 
the firſt ſtanza of this Pſalm: I.

more, as both the ſenſe and metre will ſne w. And 
4. That in the Hebrew poetry, the quantities 
of ſyllables are not attended to; and that conſe- 
quently the feet conſiſt only of two ſyllables. 
And here it will be proper to remark, that 
there is evidently nothing, in any of theſe funda- 
mentals of the Biſhop's diſcovery, whimſical or 
arbitrary. He did not, as ſome before him, enter- 
rain extravagant and irrational notions concerning 
the Hebrew poetry, and then interpolate and cor- 
rupt the ſacred text, in order to ſupport them. 
His hypotheſis is entirely drawn from the ori- 
ginal Hebrew, as he found it in our preſent copies; 
and all his diſcoveries made from it. In ſhort, the 
method he took to find out the meaſures the in- 
ſpired poets made uſe of, not only ſhews great 


ingenuity, ſagacity, and judgment, but was like- .. . 


wiſe the only one which could give any rational, 
and well-grounded hopes of ſucceſs: for had this 
failed, the nature of the Hebrew metre muſt have. 
yet remained one of the myſteries in learning; 


and all other expedients would only have made 


the diſcovery of jt appear {till more improbable. 


Having thus laid before the reader the moſt 
principal fundamentals of Biſhop Hare's hypo- 
theſis, he may now naturally expect ſome argu- 
ments in confirmation of the truth of it. 

The truth and certainty then of this hypotheſis 
ſeems ſufficiently to appear from the abovemen- 
tioned CXIth Pfalm ;\ which I ſhall therefore

Wboever reads this Plalm, as it ſtands thus, 
cannot but obſerve a regularity in the meaſures : 


that the verſiculi in each ſtanza are throughout 


the whole of the ſame kind; either Trochaicks, 
or Iambicks. Thoſe; who are acquainted with 
the original, muſt likewiſe be ſenſible, that as 
theſe verficuli begin regularly with the letters of 
the Hebrew alphabet, according to their al- 
phabetical order, their boundaries are conſe- 
quently fixed and certain ; that the Biſhop has 
not corrupted the original ; but that the whole 
Pſalm, as we find it in his metre, exactly a- 
grees with. our common copies; and that he has 
not arbitrarily altered the common punctuation, 
but where the metre ſhews it to be falſe and 
erroneous. h | 

If then there is a regular metre plainly carried 
gn throughout the whole, if Biſhop Hare has 
not offered any violence to the ſacred text, in 
order to force this metre upon it, but, on the 
contrary, the original, according to our common 
copies, ſeems naturally to reſolve itſelf into it; 


what concluſion can be drawn from hence, 


but that it is the true and genuine metre of the

Now had this Pſalm been always wrote, as it 
originally was, with the alphabetical letters one 
under another, it never could have been in the 


. leaſt doubted, whether it was compoſed in metre 


for this, as the moſt learned Kircher obſerves *, 
would have been evident from a bare view of it. 
And that the reader might be fully convinced of 
this, I thought it would not be improper to lay

The author ſays, that whenever God marches forth, he makes his 
enemies tremble, and his friends rejoice : he did fo heretofore ; 
and now particularly fince he had choſen his reſidence on mount 
Zion: it concludes with praying that God would compleat his 
conqueſts. Mudge, But this Pſalm, as the learned Mais ob- 

ſerves, non immerito crux ingeniorum, & interpretum opprobrium 
* dici poſit ; Fatendum enim eft, in hoc Pſalmo tot ferme ſcopuli, tot 
labyrinthi, quot werſus, quot verba. This obſervation, I believe, all 
who have ſet about to explain this Pſalm have found experimen- 
tally true. And the true cauſes of it's great obſcurity I take to be, 
1. Our not knowing the preciſe occaſion of it, and 2. It's not hav- 
ing come down to us in it's original purity.— An Interpreter there- 
fore muſt content himſelf with giving the beſt ſenſe (whether his 
on or another's) of all the difficult paſſages in it, he can, though it 
be meerly conjectural, and barely probable.

country, or upon the borders of it, the anſwer is ready : 'The 
words of the Pſalmiſt are not to be taken in a literal ſenſe : he 
meant nothing more by them, than that he lived among people 
who were of the ſame tempers and manners with the deſcendants of 
Męſbech and Kedar. And this is a way of ſpeaking not only to be 
met with in the inſpired writers, but likewiſe in other authors; and

contradiction to itſelf ; for it aſſerts, that thus, namely by rifeg 
xp early, and fitting up Jate, God giveth to bis beloved flee : 15 
therefore cannot be taken affirmatively. If then it be the true 
reading, it muſt be taken interrogatively : Does God thus give to bis 
beloved fler ? But this feems harſh and uncouth : and I have ge- 
nerafly obſerved, that where Interpreters have been forced to in- 
troduce interrogations in ſuch an abrupt manner, in order to make 
ſenſe of the original, that the original in thoſe places is faulty. 
To confirm the truth of this obſervation, it may be ſufficient to 
produce one inftance out of many others: In ver. 28. of Pſal. 105. 
many of the Commentators put the latter part of it into the form 
of an interrogation ; and did they not rebel againſt hit words? But 
can any bat thoſe who contend as ſtrenuouſly for the purity of the 
preſent Heb. text, as the church of Rome does for the Vulgate, 
imagine that an inſpired writer would bring in an interrogation in 
ſo forced, unnatural, and unexpected a manner? By no means: 
We ought rather fare to conclude from hence, that there is ſome- 
thing wrong in the original, than that divine inſpiration would 
dictate any thing but what is ſtrictiy conformable to the rules of 
propriety ; and rather charge ſome tranſcriber with careleſſneſs 
and inaccuracy, than the holy Spirit of God with being guilty of 
what we ſhould not bear. with in an unenlightened heathen au- 
thor : For theſe reaſons I ever ſuſpected long before I had the hap- 
pineſs of being acquainted. with Bp. Hare's diſcovery, that the ori- 
ginal of the paſſage I have quoted was corrupt : And the metre 
moſt evidently proved my ſuſpicions to be juſt ; for this ſhews, as 
well as the conſtrution, that YN is the true reading; and they 
ob/erved not, or, were not obedient to bis word. See the Annot.

It will be neceſſary however to obſerve, that the 
reaſon why the ſacred Poet wrote in Ephrata, and not rather in Je- 
riſalem, or, upon mount Moriah, ſeems to be, that by this he meant 
to point out the place in a looſe and general manner; and by 
avoody fields, to ſhew in a more limited and precife one, in what 
particular part of this territory about Ephrata it was, and the 
very ſpot of ground upon which the temple was to built. — Mene- 
chius indeed affirms, that Ephrata is put, per ſynechdochen, for. 

the tribe of Benjamin, to which, according to him, it belonged, - 
and in which, no doubt, Jeruſalem was ſituated : But, as Ephrata 
is generally ſuppoſed by geographers to have been in the tribe of 
Judab, Menochius's bare aſſertion cannot be depended upon. See 
Mat. 2. ver. 6. But though the interpretation I have here 
followed, ſeems to be the beſt, as was hinted above, which has hi · 
therto been given of this ver. yet I muſt ingenuonſly own, I am 
not a little doubtful, whether it unfolds to us the genuine ſenſe of 
the original, which, as it ſtands in the com. cop. is very intricate 
and obſcure, and may with great truth be called crux commentatos 
rum.
